We.  were  congratulating  our- 
selves on  being  po  heartily  received  and  were 
looking  out  for  trie  triamphal  arch  under 
which  we  were  to  pass,  but  when  told  obr 
mistake  we  did  not  falter  but  pressed  on 
through  the  crowd  to  our  hotel.  This  is  the 
city  especially  noWd  for  its.  fine  carpets  and 
laces.  Of  course  rye  must  go  into  its  facto- 
ries and  see  them  made.  As  we  enter  into 
the  lace  factory  we  see  on  every  side  girls  at 
their  lace  making.  Poor  creatures,  hard  at 
work  for  seven  days  in  the  week — not  stop- 
ping for  Sunday— making  the  finest  lace,  at 
' twenty -four  ceDts  per  ^ay.  ■ We  are  in  Brus- 
sels on  Sunday,  aiid  must  confess  I never  saw 
it  on  this  fashion.  Places  of  business  were 
a l open  a:id  all  kinds  of  work  being  done, 
while  great  armies  of  people  line  the  streets 
and  beer  gardens,  liesurely  drinking  their 
beer  and  wine.  This  can  be  seen  on  every 
street  and  lane  and  alley  from  the  earlest  to 
the  latest  hour  of  the  day.  But  we  must  get 
oqt  of  Brussels,  and  bid  adieu  to  little  Belgium 
abd  press  on  our  way.  On  July  23rd,  we  are 
on  our  way  to  Cologne.  It  is  cloudy  and  hot 
when  we  start,  but  soon  the  sun  comes  out 
sailing  away  the  clouds  and  flooding  tbe 
woild  with  glory.  It  is  now  harvest  time  in 
germany  and  the  fields  are  goldtn  with  the 
ripened  giain.  The  gleaners  are  at  their 
task,  and  the  monotonous  hum  of  the  old- 
time  scythe  can  be  beard  on  every  hand.  The 
farms  are  small  but  pictures  for  beauty  and 
care.  Here  for  the  first  time  in  life  I see 
farmers  and  workmen  wearing  sb«es  made 
of  wood.  I have  been  elated  at  times  at  the 
sight  of  beautiful  lakes  and  jbe  prattle  of  the 
nioutain  stream  I have  been  eraptured  by 
the  frowning  cast  Us  gazing  down  upon  me 
from  dizzy  heights,  and  lorig  have  I stood 
watching  a sunset  at  sea  when  it  bathed  the 
billows  with  burnished  gold,  add  they  in 
turn  dashed  tbeif  maddened  crests  in  his 
face,  but  now  I stare  at  these  pedestals  in  their 
wooden  sarcophagus  as  if  they  were  a Vesu- 
vius on  the  verge  of  explosion.  On  every 
hand  I see  the  old-fashioned  windmills  hang- 
ing on  their  moss-covered  axles.  Many, 
many  things  antique  and  old  attract  onr  at 
tention.  The  fieldjs  are  green  with  potato  s, 
beets,  hops,  turnips  and  cabbage.  Here  I 
see  for  the  first  time  on  the  continent,  Indian 
corn  growing.  Peculiar  to  the  eye  of  a Mis- 
sijsippian  is  the  sight  of  a milk  cow  being 
worked  to -a  wagon,  hauling  in  tbe  grain 
from  the  field,  andj'.ben  at  night  time  being 
milked.  It  is  ecooomy  personified  Driving 
in  from  the  field  of  grain  with  the  task  of  the 
day  all  done,  theykome  singing  the  "Harvest 
HoUje,”  and  drinking  their  milk  and  beer 
they  lie  down  and  bask  in  thy  realms  of  sweet 
dreams.  I almost,  wish  I had  time  to  sit  down 
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in  the  lielda  on  the  flower-fringed  banks  of 
some  pretty  streamlet  and  listen  long  to  the 
music  os  the  reapets  chiming  in  with  the  dia- 
pason of  the  rippling  waters. 

After  a pleasant  trip  through  Belgium  we 
come  into  Germany.  We  come  into  Aiir-la- 
Chaptlljs,  the  home  of  Charlemagne,  who  is 
is  stid  tp  have  died  here  in  1814.  Passing 
through  many  short  tunnefe,  on  leaving  the 
ci'.y,  we  come  into  the  mining  district  of 
Gcrmauy  where  iron  ore  is  taken.  Now  v.e 
are  iu  Cologne,  a city  of  one  hundred  and 
forty  thousand  inhabitants.  The  streets  are 
narrow  and  crocked  in  the  old  city,  but  in 
tbe  new  they  are  broad  and  more  beautiful. 
Tbe  obji-ct  ot  great  interest  to  us  is  the  great 
Cathedral,  the  most  magnificent  gothic  edi- 
fice in  the  world,  The  foundation  stone  was 
laid  600  years  ago.  The  door-way  is  thirty- 
one  by  pinety  three  feet.  Inside  are  fifty- 
six  pillajrs.  The  old  bell,  somewhere  between 
us  and  the  sky,  is  said  to  be  seventeen  feet  in 
diamiteij  and  weighs  twenty-three  tons.  This 
old  city  gave  to  the  perfume  its  name.  But 
as  I walk  its  streets  I do  not  catch  the  odor  of 
the  world’s  blossoms  nor  the  sweet  aroma 
of  its  fiuits.  Coleridge  evidently  walked  these 
streets  for  he  says: 

" Cologne  has  nine  separate  and  distinct  stinks, 

It  is  washed  by  the  river  Rhine, 

Bnt  Uhat  flower  divine 

Shall  henceforth  wash  the  river  Rhine  ? ” 

The  rbief  manufactories  of  the  city  are' 
beet-sugar,  tobacco,  glue,  carpets,  soap  and 
furnitun,  while  it  leads  the  world  in  the 
manufa'  ture  of  perfumery.  On  leaving  Co- 
logne w:  choose  our  way  up  the  beautiful 
and  picturesque  Rhine.  Coming  down  the 
river  we  observe,  for  the  first  time  in  life,  a 
bridge  cf  boats.  We  are  soon  seited  on  the 
splendid  little  steamer  Borussia.  ‘-No  day  was 
ever  mire  perfect,  the  sun  shines  brightly, 
the  bieeze  is  delightful  and  the  river  itself  is 
a mirror.  We  have  ta'kid,  and  read  and 
sung  of  the  Rhine,  but  now  our  dream  is  re- 
alized All  the  parly  are  happy  and  expec- 
tant, wit  h glasses  in  hard  we  lepve  the  pier 
at  Cologne  and  begin  our  trip  up  Hfe  historic 
stream.  Soon  we  are  passing  Bonn,  the  biith- 
place  ol  Beethoven,  th  • great  musician.  After 
pissing  Bonn  we  soon  come  into  the  moun- 
tains liff  ing  their  proud  eminences  toward  the 
blue  vault  above.  These  foiest-crowned 
heights,  abiupt  acclivities,  sheltering  valleys, 
deep  glnns,  grassy  glades,  drooping  willows,, 
the  tree  that  sheds  its  pale  leaves  with  every 
autumn,  a fit  emblem  of  our  own  transitory 
bloom,  and  the  evergnen  wiith  its  perennial 
shoots  teaching  ns  that  the  wintry  bla-ts  of 
death  kills  not  the  buds  of  virtue,  surround 
us  on  every  side.  It  is  God’s  art  gallery.  We 
have  visited  the  palaces  of  art  iu  every  city 
in  which  we  have  entered,  and  have  seen  the 
finest  piintiugs  of  tbe  world,  but  1 these  are 
only  imitations  of  the  real.  Here  we  see  tbe 
real.  The-e  mountains  with  their  rugged 
sides  and  dizzy  heights  are  G >d’s  easels  on 
which  he  hangs  bis  pictures,  painted  by  one 
mighty  stioke  of  his  omnipotent  hand.  Every 
hill  is  crowned  with  a ruiuel  cistle  where 
once  Feudil  Lord)  held  despitic  sway,  and 
now  every  villey  is  blooming  with  the  pic- 
turesque beauty  of  a small  white  village.  As 


we  move  on  up  the  rivfjr  new  beauty  unfolds 
and  the  steoery  is  constantly  changing. 

“ The  ioble  river  foams  and  flows. 

The  chrirqi  of  the  enchanted  ground 
And  all  iq  thousand  turns  disclose 
Some  fjesh  beality  varying  round." 

The  drflatq  of  a life  time  is  realized  by  the 
grand  pitioraina  which  is  spread  before  us. 
Tbe  ruined  Castfes  of  mediaeval  history  are 
attracting  u^uch  attention,  and  suddenly 
there  b;ealcs  upon  our  view  the  one  of  Drach- 
enfels,  alljeyes  upturn,  when  suddenly  some 
one  repeafe  tbe  words  of  Byron: 

“ The  castled  crag  of  Drachenfels 
Frown  4’eit  the  wide  and  winding  Rihine 
Whose  (ireast  of  waters  hroadlv  smiles 
Detweea  the  banks  which  bear  the  vine; 

And  hills  411  ridh  with  blossomed  trees 
And  fiehls  Which  produce  corn  and  wine 
And  scattered  cities  crowning  these 
Whose  fair  white  walls  along  them  shine, 

Have  strewed  a scene  which  f should  see 
With  double' joy  wert  thou  with  me.j’ 
j ] * 

On  eaefi  side  of  the  river  is  a railroad  and 
busy  as  atjts  they  seem  to  be.  On  the  moun- 
tain sides  jari  thousands  of  acres  of  vineyards, 
they  climib  the  mountains  high  from  the 
river’s  bripk),  and  yet  higher  untfl  the  sum- 
mit is  reached.  In  order  ta  cultivate  these 
mountain  sides  it  necessitated  their  being 
terraced,  which  adds  beauty  to  the  natural 
scenery.  N®t  one  mouutain  is  terraced  but 
every  one  fof  hundreds  of  miles  up  the  river. 

I counted!  as  many  as  forty-five  terraces  on 
some  of  them.  As  I stare  and  keep  on  star- 
ing, I sepm  to  be  thinking  of  a calm  but 
mysterious  fdream  and  not  a reality,  each 
towering  prag  ar.d  clilt  ind  mountain  peak  is 
seen  reflected  in  the  Silver  mirror  at  their 
feet,  too  ri-autiful  to  be  leal,  and  yet  too  real 
to  awaken  a doubt.  Through  the  whole  long* 
day  we  traveled  until  the  shadow  of  the 
mountains  began  to  march  acre  ss  the  river, 
and  I - 

" The  )un  seems  pausing  al>Ove  the  mountain's 
brqw, 

As  if  ■ he  left  ( reluctantly  a scene  so  lovely 

noi'.’* 

But  he  jcoveis  ti  e mountains,  the  beautiful 
mountain^  on  the  Rhine  with  a flood  of  warm 
golden  rqys,  ther  pillow)  bi)  head  on  the 
mountanls green  ireast  and  gracefully  and' 
gloriouslyi  retires  : of  the  night.  6n  landing 
we  find  oirse'ves  : n Mayence  and  going  to 
cur  holeL  we  thank  God  for  the  fn'filment  of 
our  dream.  He  h is  on  this  river  hung  out 
some  of  his  beauty  and  given  us  the  privilege 
of  seeing  It.  It  is  night  'now  and  every  wing 
is  folded  iji  the  better,  bnt  ere  we  sleep  we 
hear  the  ijiusic  of  some  bird  flinging  out  his 
good  nigiit  song,  .whicih  comes  waited  in 
upon  the  perfumed  breezes  of  the  night,  and 
with  thesd  notes  1 tigering  still  upon  our  eat* 
we  fall  toi  sleep  and  dream  of  the  river,  the 
vine  clad  biountain^and  the  castles  gray  Ind 
rugged  ami  old.  Another  ride  by  and  byfiwe 
shall  see,  Surpasses  this  in  glory.  'jNo  castles 
will  toweij  above  it,  but  God-built  mansi  ms 
shall  crowijd  its  brink,  and  tbe  melody  Chat 
shall  floatton  it)  breezes  will  not  be  the  carol 
oi  the  laijk,  but  au  anthe  n of  4<ints  and 
angels.

But  rur  peril  is  here.  Because  we  have 
parteji  with  false  dogmas  We  must  not  forget 
t- at  It  does  matt. r,  and  that  a great  deal, 
what  a man  believes.  Because!  we  have 
received  the  faith  delivered  to  the»apostles  of 
science,  it  is  not  less  necessary  that;  we  should 
conttpi  earnestly  for  the  faith  oncq  for  all  de- 
livered to  the  saints.  Mau  is  moiie  than  in- 
tellect. He  “lives  by  admiration,  hope  and 


love.f  ts  well  a- by  chemically  piepared  food. 


Because  we  rejoice  iu  the  re  Jiscoveiy  of  the 
infiuiie  love  of  the  Fatherfir  His  sinful  child, 
thit  m kes  more  urgent  the  duty  of  proclaim- 
ing His  august  sovereignty  and  His  indefeas- 
ible authority.  Hell  has  been  exchanged  for 
Hadts,  and  damnation  for  condemnation,  and 
that  ijltered  very  softly  ; but  the  change  of 
language  and  tone  has  not  altered  the  perma- 
nent fact  of  penalty  for  wrongdoing. 

There  is  amongst  us  “a  new  feeling  for  the 
past.’!  Though  we  have  been  fascinated  by 
the  new,  yet  we  are  soon  tired  of  its  “rawness 
and  rteency,”  and  come  gratefully  and  lov- 
ingly to  regard  the  bygone  ages  of  the  world. 
Ancestry  counts  lor  more  and  more.  Heredity 
makes  its  claim  ppon  us  aS  well  as  explains 
our  fcjibles  and  defects. 

. But  there  is  not  only  a new  feeling  for  the 
past.butuudeaiably  there  lias  arisen  amongst 
us  a new  attitude  of  mind  towards  the  past. 
The  Conception  of  history  is!entirely  changed, 
and  clanged  in  a most  radical  wayl  This  is 
so  marvelous  that  Prolessor  Dollinger  speaks 
of  it  :,s  though  it  were  an  addition  of  a new 
sense,  the  '‘(historic  sens?,’’  to  the  stock  of 
tools  us.d  by  men  in  the  pursuit  of  knowl- 
edge, aud  the  use  of  this  instrument  has  been, 
and  will  be,  so  vast  over  the  widest  areas  of 
humaih  thought  and  life,  that  its  uprising 
matk$  a revolution  far  greater  than  fliat  asso- 
ciated with  the  name  of  Crpmwell  or  that  re- 
called1 by  the  fame  of  Erasmus.  It  is  not 
possible  for  us  to  estimate  what  it  means. 
“The  current  version  of  history  is  qiiitq  a dif- 
ferent thing  from  history  itself.”  The  story 
of  the  past  has  to  be  rewritten.  Hardly  a 
page  <^f  it  will  remain  exactly,  and  in  all  re- 
spects! as  it  was  before. 

Now  this  demand,  a demand  that  will  be 


more  insistent  than  tvfcr  in  the  new  century, 


which!  is,  in  fact,  a demand  for  truth,  and  for 
nothirig  but  the  truth,  we  welcome  with  joy 
aud  thanksgiving.  We  know  we  have  noth- 
ing tollose  by  it  that  is  worth  keeping  ; and 
we  are  so  free  from  credal  and  church  and 
State  Authorities  that  it  is  easy  for  us  to  part 
with  what'  is  demonstrated  to  be  unhjstoric 
and  false.  We  have  everything  .to  gain  by 
heating  the  furnace  of  investigation  to  its 
hottest.  I<et  the  rewriting  of  the  story  of  the 
past  go  on.  We  are  as-ured  that  the  history 
of  Christ  and  not  the  authority  of  the  priests 
and  ecclesiastics,  veritable  facts  and  not  pleas- 
ing fictions,  will  determine  the  content  and 
form,  jtbe  substance  and  expression  of  the 
Christianity  of  the  future. 

Of  many  inferences  that  tnay  be  deduced 
from  this  newly-formed  habit^  I will  only  men- 
tion three : 


Iki,. 
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Some  Results  of  This  Attitude. 

1.  It  is  obvious  that  one  consequence  of 
this  deepening  reverence  for  truth  and  fact 
will  be  the  demand  for  the  reconstruction  of 
our  theology  in  the  light  of  these  freshly 
stated  results.  It  will  be  the  chief  intellec- 
tual task  of  the  Christian  church  in  the  com- 
ing century.  This  is  a work  sorely  needed  if 
we  are  not  to  lose  hold  of  the  intellectual  life 
of  cur  age.  For  that  service,  and  all  it  may 
yield,  we,  as  Baptists,  are  ready,  having  been 
prepared  by  our  traditional  reverence  for 
truth  and  fact,  and  by  our  entire  freedom 
from  all  theological  control.  As  we  do  not 
subscribe  to  creeds,  so  we  repudiate  all  diet  - 
tion  in  theology.  We  keep  “an  open  read” 
b-.tween  us  and  the  one  Master,  Christ  Jesus. 
Of  all  men®  then,  none  are  more  free  than  we 
to  accord  the  most  generous  hospitality  to  the 
luminous  results  that  will  follow  the  fearless 
and  strenuous  search  for  truth  in  the  coming 
century. 

,2.  Nor  is  this  all.  The  uprising  and  ener- 
getic action  of  this  historic  sense  will  make 
more  obligatory  than  ever  the  return  of  the 
churches  to  the  primitive  basis  of  Christian 
brotherhood  as  the  only  truth  that  bears  the 
marks  of  truth  and  reality.  We  shall  be 
forced  to  see  in  “the  fellowship  of  the  spirit,” 
in  the  love  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  in  the  experi- 
ence of  regeneration,  the  one  bond  of  com- 
munion— the  supreme  qualification  for  a place 
amongst  the  people  of  God.  Without  debate, 
and  with  beautiful  unanimity,  we  shall  carry 
to  complete  victory  the  doctrine  that  the  mag- 
netic centtje  of  fellowship  in  the  church  of 
Christ  is  conscious  experience  of  His  grace, 
and  personal  devotion  to  His  rule. 

3.  Before  I leave  this  part  of  my  subject  I 
will  ask  another  question.  Tell  me,  is  it 
likely  that  with  this  growing  p.ssion  for  the 
thing  as  it  is,  for  the  fact  itself  with  this 
habit  of  mind  in  our  scholars  and  thinkers, 
pervading  our  literature,  and  entering  into 
the  living  tissue  of  the  human  consciousness 
— is  it  likely  the  demand  for  purity,  reality, 
and  incorruptueis  in  religion  will  not  attain 
by  and  by  overwhelming  and  conquering 
strength  ? I think  it  must  I feel  sure  it  will 
make  an  end  of  the  superstitions  that  still 
infect  and  enfeeble  our  current  Christiauity, 
and  burn  up  the  microbes  of  corruption  fhat 
float  in  the  air  of  our  churches,  and  beget 
spiritual  anaemia,  and  a thousand  ills.  Four 
interpretations  of  the  sacrament  will  enter  the 
twentieth  century.  The  Romanists  at  one 
extreme,  and  that  of  the  Friends  at  the  other; 
the  pedobaptist,  which  admits  that  the  immer- 
sion of  believers  is  according  to  the  New 
Testapient,  though  not  practicing  it,  but  treats 
the  baptism  of  the  babe  as  an  act  of  “dedica- 
tion aud,  fourthly,  that  for  whicli  we 
stand.  The  fiist  is  distinctly  materialist,  *nd 
claim*  to  secure  the  deposit  of  spiritual  life  in 
the  child  or  adult  by  the  baptismal  act.  The 
Quakers  deny  the  perpetuation  of  the  ordi- 
nance altogether,  although  there  are  indica- 
tions of  an  inejeasing  willingness  to  permit 
“Friends"  to  use  them  where  they  desire.

Nebraska  consumed  479,777  bush- 
els of  grain  and  malt.  Thus  we 
see  that  the  one  distillery  of  Ne- 
braska used  723  times  as  much 
grain  as  the  six  distilleries  of  Kan- 
sas. 

Again  in  this  report  we  find  that 
during  the  fiscal  year’  1899,  2,1^0 
illicit  distilleries  were  seized  by 
United  States  marshals,  2,101  of 
which  were  destroyed^  and  the  re- 
mainder carried  away.  In  these 
71 1 persons  were  arrested,  otjie 
man  killed  and  three  wounded, 
and  what  is  very  suggestivje, 
every1  one  of  the  distilleries  siezed 
was  in  a license  State  and  not  a 
solitary  one  in  any  prohibition 
State.  These  figures  do  not  in- 
clude 352  more  distilleries  seized 
during  the  yeqr,  all  in  licenjse 
States,  but  which  cases  bad  not 
been  disposed  of  during  the  year,
